railhead, 
Pulgcerda, on the French fron- 
tier, yesterday. 


Between 21 and 30 persons were 
killed In Puigccrda, one of a doz- 
en 
towns and cities attacked In 


the 
mounting series 
of 
reprisal 
assaults by both government and 
insurgent 
alrfleets. At !east 80 
persons were killed In yesterday's 
aerial operations and 
hundreds 
wounded. 


France 
accompanied 
her 
pro- 
test by the dispatch of anti-air- 
craft 
.-nd 
artillery batteries to 


the eastern Spanish frontier. 


Official Insurgent dispatches re- 
ported two 
American volunteer 
units were 
"destroyed" 
Saturc'iy 


outside Teruel In eastern 
Spain 
and a third international brigade 
"decimated" by machine-gun fire 
as they assaulted Insurgent posi- 
tions. 


Earlier, the Barcelona

ment reported a volunteer

talion from the United States had 
wiped out two squadrons of in-

Japanese 
airmen 
bombed 
the 


defenses of 
Suchow,

Chinese resistance, along the vital 
Lunghal railway running west In- 
to 
China's 
Interior. A Japanese 


spokesman at Shanghai said lo- 
comotive sheds, freight trains and 
barracks were blown up. 
The spokesman added that air 
attacks coupled with an Infantry 
drive had 
cleaned 
out Chinese 


irregulars which had

complete occupation of the Shang- 
hai area. 
There were other Japanese aer- 
ial attacks in the south along the 
Canton-Hankow railway. Chinese 
airmen bombed Japanese positions 
In the Yangtze valley near Wuhu 
and Japanese planes attempted to 
raid Lanchow, in Knnsu province,

He also said all of the 
other windows were closed, and 
the one through which the hose 
came was sealed with a robe.

nent lawyer.

Mother of Two Children

"He's also promised he would 


take a little ice water voluntar- 
ily," the physician said. "He In- 
sists he Is being fed against his 
will. 


The former dean was kept un- 
der sedatives and 
in seclusion. 


Mrs, Noe visited him this morn- 
ing. 


Hal Buchanan, attorney and a

The "gray matter," for a good 


sized department store, would be 
about 
300 machines, electrically 


connected. This network not only 
records a sale and gives the cus- 
tomer a receipt in five seconds, 
but does much of the bookkeeping 
on the transaction. It can handle 
a large number of sales simultan- 
eously. 


The brnln is operated by the 


salesgirls with a transmitting ma- 
chine resembling a cash register 
When 
a sale 
Is made, 
a card 


punched to resemble the spots on 
a domino, taken from the article 
sold, is slipped Into the transmit- 
ter, along with two punched to- 
kens, one Identifying her and the 
other the cashier. 
The 
transmitter 
automatically 


sorts these, telegraphs the Infor- 
mation to recording machines in a 
central office nnd pushes out a

Anders chained the bodies In

the trail led beyond St. Cloud, 
Minn., about 70 miles north of 
here. 
In a wooded region near 
Emily, Minn., Hoover said

cials described the Madison case as 
"nrohably the most Important anti- 
trust action since the 'sugar trust* 
and certainly the biggest oil com- 
pany case since dissolution of the 
Standard Oil company in 1911. 
Attorney General Cummlngs said 


"naturally I am gratified at the 
verdict.

forcement of the anti-trust laws, 
he said. 


Still pending against the oil com- 
panies Is another indictment, re- 
turned at Madison December 22, 
1938.That indictment names as de- 
fendants 23 oil companies includ- 
ing many who figured in the case 
just decided, and 46 individuals.

Education," 
was 
the 


subject of the first talk by Leon 
Levy, which follows: 


SAFETY EDUCATION 
Safety Education Is today de- 


manding more consideration than 
ever before from our schools and 
from the people who are striving 
to adopt our educational proced- 
ure to a 
changing 
civilization. 
Safety 
education 
is 
something 
comparatively 
new — something 
that Is the result of a machine 
age, an age that has created me- 
chanical devices that In their use 
aje taking thousands of the lives 
of our men, women, and children. 
It has been said, "accidents do 
not just 
happen—they 
a r e 
caused." The one who first made 
this statement threw a challenge 
to thinking people and to men 
and women engaged in the task 
of educating the young. The nat- 
ural conclusion to such a state- 
ment1 Is that If 
accidents 
are 
caused, they can—to a great de- 
gree—he prevented. 
The 
school 
can play a tremendous part In 
bringing this prevention 
about. 
During the year of 1936 the 
American people paid a heavy toll 
«» "Accident Taxes." 
The total 
in 
tax was $3,700,000,000. Ten million 
seven hundred 
thirty 
thousand 


people were injured. One hundred 
ten thousand were were killed; 
all of which has brought sorrow 
untold to the American 
people. 
Rates were $125 per second. There 
was one person 
injured 
every 
three seconds. 
There 
was one 
death every five seconds. 
This 
accident tax was an 
enormous 
price to pay for carelessness, in- 
difference, and Inability to cope 
with modern civilization. 


Schools Responsibility. 


Some may aslt, "Is teaching of 


safety 
an 
educational 
responsi- 


bility of the schools?" This ques- 
tion can be answered by the fol- 
lowing Inquiry: 
Does 
not 
the 
great social and financial 
loss 
resulting from 
accidents 
show 
that safety needs to be taught 
in order to make a student n suc- 
cessful, participating 
citizen 
In 
the social affairs of the com- 
munity? 


Dr. James, one of our 
noted 
educators, has defined education 
as "The process which inculcates 
in an individual such habits of 
thought and action as will fit him 
to his physical and social envi- 
ronment." 


Consider for a moment some of 
the characteristics of the environ- 
ment to which our present day 
student must adapt himself. He 
lives on a continent literally over- 
run with high speed automobiles 
nearly 26,000,000 
of 
them, 
He 


lives In a house equipped with 
gas, and electricity, 
bath 
tubs 


and 
many other useful 
devices 
that are potentially dangerous. He 
Is athletic. 
Ho 
swims, 
hunts 
plays football and 
many other 
games. 
Obviously, if he 
is to 


live an active adventurous life; he 
is to fit successfully into his sur- 
roundings, he needs instructions 
in public, home, recreational, anc 
perhaps Industrial safety.. If we 
accept the definition of education 
that it Is the job of the schoo 
to "fit" boys and girls to theli 
physical and social environment 
then wo must agree that provld 
ing this instruction is an educa 
tlonal responsibility of the mod 
ern school. 


I 
Willerford Dutton was the next 
class speaker, his subject being 
"Safety In High School Currlcu 
lum," which follows: 
SAl'IVl'y IN HIGH SCHOOL, 


For many years the elementary 
schools hav» taught th« princi- 


ples of general safety. Records of 
cities where safety education has 
been taught show definite reduc- 
tion In child fatalities. From 1022, 
the year when systematic work 
In safety education was begun, 
to 1936, accidental deaths of chil- 
dren decreased from 18,576 to 14,- 
200, which Is about 20 per cent. 
The high schools cannot boast 


of such a record as this, because 
of the crowded curricula, safety 
:ourses have not been given prop- 
:r attention. While the elemcn- 
ary school accident rate dropped 
0 per cent from 1928 to 1936, the 
ilgh school age showed a 37 per 
ent Increase. This Is the age of 
leglnnlng 
drivers. 
Every 
year 


nbout 2,400,000 boys 
and 
girls 
reach the 
driver's age. These 


•oung drivers should be ground- 
id In the principles 
of 
traffic 


afoty and the proper 
handling 


if motor cars. 


Many safety programs are inef- 
'ectlve because of a lack of lead- 
ership. 
In each 
school 
there 


should 
bo 
some 
one 
person 
charged with the duty of furnishi- 
ng proper equipment, a course 
of study, the general information 
o the teachers and the super- 
visors. 


Proper equipment for 
present- 
ng, in a graphic way, the prob- 
oms of traffic safety Is very do- 
slrable. 
Motion 
picture 
films, 


slides, graphs, charts, books, mag- 
azines, safety reports, and auto- 
mobiles will make It possible to 
present the subject In a practi- 
cal manner. A great deal of ma- 
terial Is being prepared by the 
various states, the National Safe- 
y Council, the 
American 
Red 
Cross, various automobile and In- 
dustrial companies, and other or- 
ranlzatlons Interested In promot- 
ng safety, either from a private 
or public standpoint. 


Books On Safety. 
Also some excellent books have 


>een written In the last year or 
two on the subject of safety, es- 
pecially In the field of traffic ac- 
:ldents. 
Much of this 
material 
s free to schools and can be had 
'or the asking. Excellent biblio- 
graphies may be obtained from 
the National Safety Council and 
other agencies. 


The traffic problems of a com- 


munity includes every person and 
>very agency within the commun- 
ty. If a school program Is to 
succeed as It should, It will be 
necessary to co-ordinate the ef- 
forts of the school with as many 
outside agencies as possible. This 
fives an excellent opportunity to 
tie the activities of the 
school 
with 
community 
affairs, 
thus 


bringing about, as a result, stu- 
dent participation In actual so- 
cial situations. 
Each community 


has its own peculiar traffic prob- 
lems. The teacher who makes a 
survey of the local situation' and 
then uses the results found as a 
basis for further study, has re- 
quired a strong motivating force 
to start with. Local problems ap- 
peal to local boys and girls. Such 
a procedure, together with an ac- 
cident reporting system, will fur- 
nish much material for the course 
in traffic safety. 


As we review the needs and 
possibilities 
of 
teaching 
traffic 


safety in our schools, one may 
question the advisability of such 
a program. The task may seem 
too large for 
the 
schools 
to 


handle. 
Miss Agnes 
Samuelson, 
speaking before 
the 
Secondary 


School 
Principal's 
Meeting 
at 


New Orleans, of which our Prin- 
cipal attended gave an adequate 
answer to the question when she 
said, 
"While 
mechanical 
genius 


is fashioning automobiles with In- 
creased safety protection; law- 
makers are 
providing 
sounder 


traffic regulations; engineers Im- 
proving streets 
and 
highways; 


organizations 
of all 
kinds 
are 


promoting safety-mlndedness; mo- 
tor vehlc'e 
departments, 
police 


and patrols becoming more skill- 
ful In handling the traffic prob- 
lems, It behooves the high schools 
to Impress young learners with 
their 
responsibilities as 
drivers 
and as pedestrians. As we speed 
up our performance In this area, 
we are helping to make ancient 
history out of traffic accidents." 
Nancy Plttman's

OliR JUNIOR HIGH SAFETY 


PLAN 
Each year since the opening of 
Junior High School the gradua- 
tion class at its 
anntial com- 


mencement has brought to you 
one of the outstanding 
activities 


of the year. 
This morning we 


members.of the class of 1938 feel 
honored to present to you what 
we think is the most important 
project of the school year—the or- 
ganization of the safety 
patrol 


which has prompted In our school 
a campaign for safety. 


When the idea of a safety pa- 


trol grew Into an organization of 
thirteen members including a cap- 
tain, the P,-T. A. of the Junior 
High School readily provided uni- 
forms for the boys, not only sup- 
porting the organization in a ma- 
terial way but 
also 
endorsing 


wholeheartedly the movement be- 
cause they feel as we do that 
there is a definite need for safe- 
ty education. 


Though our schools are not so 


crowded as some of the schools 
In the larger cities which have 
patrol systems, we realize the ne- 
cessity here when we stop to 
think of the proximity 
of 
the 


buildings and the heavy traffic 
on Fourth and 
Fifth 
avenues 


causing 
a dangerous 
congestion 
at the noon hour and also at the 
close of school In the afternoon. 


Our patrol is organized to fit 
the needs of our 
own 
school. 


While six boys 
remain at ' the 


street crossing directing the traf- 
fic, six others are on duty watch- 
Ing stray balls or acting as pa- 
trols In the passing of the lines. 
The boys alternate In their posi- 
tions every day. During the reg- 
ular school fire drills they assist 
when the occasion arises. 


The organization acts not only 
as a safety device but also as a 
moans to educate the boys to a 
proper appreciation of their re- 
sponsibility. A boy who serves as 
patrolman In our school is taught 
self discipline. He is graded In 
every phase of his work. If he 
shows much interest, is on time, 
and Is regular at his post of duty, 
he receives a high merit record, 
on the other hand If' he is neg- 
ligent In his duties he is dropped 
from the patrol. 


Personnel I» Changed. 


The personnel of the group Is 


changed 
from time to time so 
that as many boys as possible 
may benefit by the organization. 
A hoy serves long enough to real- 
ize his responsibility and to be- 
come capable of meeting 
differ- 
ent situations. 


During the short time the pa- 


trol has been organized the en- 
time student body has co-operated 
almost 100 per cent. There have 
been only three cases of violation 
of proper respect for our patrol- 
men and these took place when 
the officers were first installed. 
What Is said pf the student body 
In respect to co-operation can be 
(aid of the general oubllc. They

Our 
ilgh school course Is the founda- 
lon of the structure of our lives.

all} recognized free public schools 
lave been organized over all the 
vast areas of the United States. 
Boys and girls arc being given an 
opportunity to lay strong founda- 
tions so that the structure of their 
Ives will not crumble with the first 
gale of hardships. 
Analyze Training 
Before going any further let us 
analyze our training In high school. 
Many possibilities are offered be- 
sides the mastery of the three R''. 
Educators have found that a high 
school course should not merely 
consist of learning facts but of 
darning how to live. What differ- 
ence does It make when the first 
English colony was established In 
America If you do not know how to 
r .ke the best of your life today. To 
comply with this Idea our high 
school offers training other than 
ihe routine school work. We are 
being Introduced to our three great 
heritages of education—beauty, law 
and Christian living. 
Various clubs are sponsored to 


meet the desires of the students. 
There students with similar Ideas 
and Interests can meet and become 
more enlightened on the 
things 
:hat appeal to them. Music classes, 
rays and girls' glee clubs, and the 
3and class are open to music lov- 
ers—thus stressing the heritage of 
the Greek love of beauty. The vari- 
ous athletic activities tempt sports 
addicts. The 
Roman heritage of 


power and teamwork is manifested 
In this. A public speaking class Is 
open to would-be lecturers of tomor- 
row and anyone else who Is Inter- 
ested In effective speaking. The ad- 
visory period enables student to re- 
ceive the proper guidance In regard 
to the laying of the foundation for 
their vocation. This, indeed, Is very 
important because of the complex- 
ity of various vocations and the 
training for such. Close association 
tends to make for peaceful living 
with our fellow men by introducing 
to us the heritage of Christian liv- 
ing. 


Work of Construction 


All of these most excellent op- 
portunities for strong materials 
arc given us to mix Into a strong 
substance with which the base of 
the edifice of our life Is made. 


After the foundation has been 
laid, the work of construction Is 
begun. Day by day new materials 
are plastered together by work and 
study and like the pyramids of the 
Egyptian pharaohs our education 
ends with the end of our life on 
e.iith.
